Toronto Telegram : Parliament is being 
asked, through the efibrts mainly of Col. 
Prior, M.P., to inaugurate a scheme of pen- 
sions for tho permanent corps of the Do- 
minion. Ono of tho chief sources of detri- 
ment to tho force at proaont is that caused 
by the short strvico, by desertions »nd by 
men purchasing their disohargo buforo tho 
expiry of their term. Every dosorter is a 
groat pecuniary looa to tho Govornmont. 
His kit, whoa loft behind, is sold at auction 
among hia late comrades, and by mutual 
agreement brings littlo or nothing, while tho 
now recruit who takoa bis place muat bo 
fitted out at a considorablo expense. This 
would, to a largo extent, be obviated by 
offering some inducement; to the Boldiors to 
remain in tho aorvico. This, it ia urged, 
tho pension would acoompliah. Those men, 
it must be remembered, are more than or- 
dinary soldiers, for they form the. rank and 
file of tho nohools of instruction, and as 
Buob, become more valuable every year. In 
the meantimo no enterprising member talks 
of a pension for the poor volunteer militia- 
man, who gives both his time and money to 
the country, and then < retires vsry often 
with less than thanks.

It is an open socrot 
thot both the Queen and tho Prince of 
Wales urged the Uuke to surrender the 
whole annuity after his succeaaion to tho 
Cobourg duchy, and it is aluo known that 
both Lord Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone, 
with whom tho Duke consulted, gave him 
advice similar to that given by tho Queen 
and tho Prince of Wales. It was with tho 
greatest diflioulty that they persuaded him 
to surrender tho £15,000, but nothing that 
could bo said could induce him to give up 
tho £10,000. The Radicals say they will 
annually renew their protests against the 
payment of tho grant, and that royalty gen- 
erally will have reason to regret tbe course 
pursued by tho Duko. 

TIIK IIOIISK OK LOUDS. 

A conference of tho hiational Liberal 
Federation will bo held in ,Iuno for the ex- 
clusive consideration of fjueations affecting 
tho status of the Houto of Lords. After 
private cousultationa between thn executive 
ccmmitteo of tho federation ond tho minis 
try, it ia tho intention of the federation to 
commit the Government to a definito policy 
in regard to tho Houee of Lorda, which they 
are determined shall be brought to an isauo 
The financial troubles cf members of the 
aristocraoy are coming into unwonted 
prominence. Lord Sudoly, who woa at ono 
time enormously wealthy, has lost his 
fortune through inveatmenta in the Win- 
chester House trubt and the failure of the 
Muriettas. Lord Thurlow has been de- 
clared a brankrupt. The Earl of Buchau, 
whose family is among tbe oldest of the 
Scotch peerage, has also made a 
by no means enviable appearance in 
the bankruptcy court. In tbe course 
of his examination he told how when 
he was young he earned his livelihood as 4 
jockey. In his later years he has subsisted 
on loans obtained from insurance companies 
by giving inortgases on his estates and the 
proceeds of betting on horseraces. Ho also 
admitted that he bad been s oo-respondcnt 
in a divorce case. His son is now aesisting 
in hia support. Hon. W. G. Fitz Clarence 
testified in tho BankrQptoy court that his 
liabilities were £704 and his assets consisted 
only of a ring, which was worth perhaps .'lO 
shillinga. Hia relatives m.'.de arrangements 
to pay hia debta aud he was thus saved from 
bankruptcy.

BY A BIG MA.10RITY. 

Motion to O'oullnuo tlio Annuity to tbo Duke 
of Saxe-Cobourt; Curried by Nearly 
Five to One. 

London, April 21.— Mr. Morton, Liberal 
member for Peterborough, moved in tbe 
House of Commons last evening that the 
annuity of £10,000, drawn by the Duko of 
Saxe-Cobourg-Gotha in his capacity of Uuke 
of Edinburgh, be aboliahed. 

Mr. Labouchero soconded tho motion. 
From Cobourg, a rich principality, he said, 
the Prince^drow £,30,000 yearly. By his mar- 
riage he had obtained £15,000 yearly. The 
Duke, moreover, was a foreign sovereign. 
As such be might at any time find his obli- 
gations opposed to tho interests of Great 
Britain. There wan no valid reason why Eng- 
land should Bupport tho Duke of Saxo-Co- 
bourg-Gotha, She might just as well pay the 
expenses of the Emperor of China or tho 
Lama of Thibet. The grounds nsoally given 
for a grant of this sort were not applicable 
to a foreign sovereign. The usual argument 
for a royal grant was that the English 
princes were expected to make a certain dis- 
play and fulfil certab sooial functions. Any 
reasons of this kind could hardly be made 
to bolster tbe olaimg of a prince who lived 
and ruled in a foreien land. 

Lord Randolph Chnrobill attacked Mr. 
Morton's motion warmly. 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of tbe 
Exchequer, defended the grant. 

Mr. Morton's motion Was defeated on a 
division by a vote of 298 to 67. 

The debate was very exciting, and creat- 
ive of much confusion. Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in opposing tho motion, made a 
savage attack upon tho Radicals in general, 
and Mr. Labouchero in particular. Though 
ho looked ill, ho spoke with a great deal of 
vigor and oarneatneaa. Ho eulogized Mr. 
Gladstone and declared that if ho wore in 
the House he would administer to Mr. La- 
houohere and hia follow Radicals a drub- 
bing from tho effects of which they would 
not recover for many a day.

Betrothal ot the Czarewitch and Prin 
cess Alix of Hesse— Radical 
Chanees Involved. 



(Copyright by the United Press, 1891.) 
Berlin, April 21.— The decision of the 
parliumontary commission against tho wine 
and tobacco taxes is not oonoluaive, al- 
though Dr. Miquel'a opponents have hastily 
professed that it is so. The government 
was dieappointed but nob disheartened 
by tho adverse verdict of tho majority. 
Chancellor von Caprivi in closing the aossion 
referred to the Govcrnment'a intention of 
inquiring into the methoda of raising 
revenues, but ho carefully avoided 
declaring whether or not tho wiiie and 
tobacco tax projects had been finally 
ronouDcod. The opinion in official circles 
is that both will be presented to the Beioh- 
stag, the tobaooo tax bill without revision 
and the wine tax bill with but alight modi-- 
ficution. 

ROYAL BETROTHAL. 



The betrothal of tho Czarewitch and the 
Princess Alix of Heeso is hailed throughout 
Germany aa a further guarantee of Rusaia'a 
friendship. Many newspapers eay that the 
marriage will bo tho aeal of tho Huaso-Ger- 
mun entente. It ia understood that the 
Czir refused to sanction the betrothal until 
tho commercial treaty waa entered into. 
Tho hiatory of the betrothal goea back to 
1889, when the Princess Alix visited tho 
Ruaaian capital. Her sister, tho (Jrand 
Duchess Sergius, used all her icflaonco to 
bring the Czirewitoh and the Prin- 
cess totistber frequently, and lost no 
opportunity to persuade the Cztr and Czir- 
ina of the desirability of the match. Tho 
Ozarewitoh had at tbe time in St. Peters- 
burg a domestic establishment to which he 
waa deeply attached, but be showed such a 
liking for the Princess Alix as he had 
never before displayed toward a marriage- 
able young woman of royal blood. Tbe 
Czar and Czarina objooted at first to the 
marriage, the Czarewitoh's health was far 
from satisfactory, and the Princess was not 
of 

THE OUTIIODO.^ KAITH, 

Soon after tbo Princesa loft St, Petersburg 
for homo tho latter objection waa overcome, 
and on Juno 18, 1.S89, it waa proclaimed by 
tho Imperial ukaso that tho Czirowitoh 
might marry outside the Ruaaian church. 
Tho Czarewitch was then sent on a tour in tho 
East. Later ho visited the courts of 
Europe. He mot tho Princesa Alix in Ber- 
lin and subsequently went incognito into 
Darmstadt to call upon her. The Emperor 
William had approved of the match 
from tho first, and the Cztrina, 
finding that her son had a strong 
preference in the choice of his future wife, 
agreed to receive the Prinoeas as her 
daughter-in-law. Despite the liberty al- 
lowed bee by the dsoree of 1880, the Prin- 
cesa has decided to join tbe ortlradox Greek 
church. The Czarewitoh's health is now 
perfect, his private establishment in St. 
Petersburg has been broken up, and he 
baa shown a disposition to mend bis ways 
generally. Whether the marriage involves 
radical change in tho European situatiou 
or not, it muat modify the suspicioua and 
hostile policy of Russia toward Germany 
during the last ten or fifteen years. 



HAWAIIAN ISLANDS FRANCHISE. 
Winnipeg Free Presa : The Hawaiian 
Provisional Government is quite likoly to re- 
tain office for some time to come if the pro- 
posed franchise law comes into force on the 
Islands. Tho bill provides that tho privi- 
legea ot voting will bo granted only to those 
who take an oath to vote for tho Provisional 
Government and to oppose tho reatoratiou 
of tho monarchy. Thua tho Yankeo advon- 
turors who have oonatitutcd theiiiBolvea 
rulora over the Hawaiiana, will liavo what ia 
called in the far west "a dead ainch" on tho 
country, no matter how amall tho majority 
may bo which holpa them to power. Tho 
diftfranjhiBed majority may have somethiog 
to say later on in opposition to Mr. Dole's 
pure, republican principles of government. 

French China Tea Sets at Oheapside. * 



(From our own CorreBi>onden&,l 
Ottawa, April 21 — The House of Com- 
mons discussed tho tariff all yostnrday on 
the rica dutiea. Hon. Mr. Foator moved 
that the new tariff be changed from 
five-tenths to three-tenths of a cent 
per lb. on unoleaned, unhullod or paddy 
rice, and a return to the old duty of IJ 
cents per lb. on cleaned rice. This was 
done, he said, in order to preserve the mill- 
ing industry. Rice had to be cleaned some- 
where, and it might just as well be cleaned 
in Canada, where labor could be employed. 
Tho Opposition strongly objected to the 
ohango. 

_ Mr. Haalam did not want tho duty on 
rice reduced because it waa tho only way in 
which tho Chinese could be taxed. The 
Chinese were the largest consumers of rioe 
in Canada. It would not bo fair play in the 
interests of white men to lower tbe duty. 

Hon. Mr. Patteraon pointed out that if 
tbe rice were merely cleaned in Canada the 
country would get $200,000 more revenue. 

Mr. Mara upheld Mr. Haslam's state- 
menta regarding the Chinese. 
The item passed. 

Hon. Mr. Foster has given notice of the 
following additional tarifi" changes : Wall 
paper, not including borders printed on 
plain underground paper, and colored with 
any material except bronze, gilt or flitter, 35 
per cent. All other paper hanginga and bor- 
dera per, roll of eight yards and under, and 
proportionately for greater lengths, Ih cents 
per roll and 25 par cent, ud valorem; "tarred 
paper, 25 per cent. Tomatoes and other 
ycgetobloB, including corn and baked beans, 
in cans or other packages, not elsewhere 
specified, l.J oenta per pound, the weight of 
the cans or other packages to be 
included in the weight for duty, 
Stcarino, 2 cents per pound. Tea 
and green coffee imported direct from the 
country of growth and produotina free. 
This item ahall iiiolude toa'and coffee pur- 
jhaaed in bond in any country wliere tea ' 
and coffee are subject to customs duties, 
provided there he satiafaotory prnof that 
the tea or cofi'eo so purohaaed in tiond is 
such as might bo entered for lioine con- 
sumption in the country wherp 'hi; same is 
purchased.

DARING OUTRA.»E. 

A Thief Enters a Public OiUce in Portland, 
Shoots the Clerk and Plnndera 
the Vault. 

PoRTLAKD, Ore., April 21.— The boldest 

of all tho criminal acts ever committed in 
thia city or vicinity occurred at tho County 
Court houae hero at about 1:30 thia after- 
noon. At that time, when the building 
was crowded with various employes, visitors, 
andcourta in Hi-asion, an as yet unknown man 
entered tho otiije of tho County Treasurer, 
and, within twelve feet from tho Sheriff 'a 
private cflice, which was crowded with 
deputy aheritls and people, ahot down and 
aerioualy wounded Charles Mularky, Jr., 
son of (J.'iarles Mularky, Sr., County Treas- 
urer. The miaoreant then rifled the vault 
of all the money ho could grasp and quietly 
made hin eecapo, unseen or unsuspected by 
anyone, while young Mularky lay upon tho 
floor bleeding until after .3 o'clock 
before being discovered. Tho doora 
to the entrances are furnished with apring 
locks which fasten on the inside when tho 
doors are closed. About 1:30 a passer-by 
going along the street, opposite the court 
houae, heard the report of a pistol ahot. It 
was also heard by Judge Shattuck, who waa 
holding court in the aeooi d story of tho 
building. He paid no par uoular attention 
to it, thinking that the laborers abont the 
building had allowed some timbers to fall. 
The paaaor-by watched for several minutes, 
and then passed on. Between 1:30 and 3 
p.m. a numljer of persons attempted to enter 
the treiksurer'a office, but finding tho doors 
looked went away, until finally Charles Mu- 
larky, sr., appeared, and, opening the doora, 
diaoovtr'id hia son lying on tho floor of tho 
inner otlico in front of tho vault doors, 
wounded, bleeding, weak and nearly uocon- 
sciouH from loss of blood. Ho waa not al- 
lowed to spnak or make any atatement, but 
waa removed speedily to his homo. Varioua 
rumora uro in circuhitiou as to tho amount 
taken from tho vaulta by tho robber, tho ca 
timates ranging from SG.OOO to §600, but no

The Famous CUy of Thebes and Other Storied 
Towns Shitken To Their Foundations. 

London, April 21 — A diapatch from 
Athens to the Times says that official dis- 
patohea have been received from Thebes 
stating that an earthquake which was felt 

throughout Greece destroyed that town. 
The inhabitants aro in a sad condition, 
being almoat entirely without food and 
shelter, and tho ofliciala request that tents 
and other iiecotaarics bo aont them. No 
deaths are reported oa having occurred in 
the town. The shock waa very violent at 
Atalanta (Talanda) and Chalcis. Many 
houacB in thoao towna were thrown from 
their foundations, and niuoh damage was 
done. Tho towns of Volo and Lariasa were 
also badly damaged. Reports from all 
parts of the country aro to the effect that 
everywhere the earthquake was felt and 
more or less damage was done. Athens es- 
caped withont damage.

Debate on 'i iiriff— Mr. LauriiT'rf Expo 
sitiuu of tlie Liberal Policy - 
Daltou McCarthy. 

Wliy He Was Left Out iu the Cold- 
British Columbia's itepreaeut- 
atives in ttae Cummons. 



Ottawa, April 14. — After ton days of in- 
oasaant tuilclng, Sic Richard CftrtwriyliL's 
amondmnnt to tiie tariff roaolution hasbcfn 
anowod umlcr by ft majority of 5(5. Of lliQ 
fifty iiiemberB or over who buvo auokcn, 
some iiavo delivorod icdlly admirable ud- 
dresses, but the maj >rity did not rise above 
tlie level of the mediocre, Tlie notewortliy 
uttcrunooa of tlie debate were, first, Mr. 
Foster's introduntory, Sir Rioliurd Cart- 
wriRht'a rtp'.y, Mr. MoCurthy'a spoocli this 
week, Mr. Liurier'a arldnsi on iThursday 
and Dr. Moutague'a reply to iMr. McCarthy. 
One could not hut, bo eliarniPd witli the elo- 
(I'.ouco of Mr. Liuritr, ulnhough the lia- 
loiior, perhnpi, might noi bj able to agree 
with him to the Rlii;ht.i..8r, ortPDt. As ahow- 
iug tho chuDgo which is coming over C'lnu- 
dian politics and Canadian parties, i' is f.ig. 
niticanl that in his able speech of Tim 8fi»y 
ho gave it to be understood that the I, h 
oral polioy, when bia party goto into ptiwcr, 
will be one of 

ORADtJAL FREE TRADE. 
Tho diflieult.y of having to provide a 
revenue of i^.'lli, 000,000 ia evidently the 
incubus which is oppressing the opposition. 
Kowadaya they can talk in generiilities — 
whenever they got into power they will 
h' vo to got down to hardpun and let their 
deeds spuali' louder than words. On Thurs- 
day Mr. Laurior bid for tho votes of the 
manufaoturera without asruple or dillidonce. 
Much as tho opposition may rail against tho 
cotton lords, tho implement kings and tho 
oil barons, as they are pleased to call them, 
they are not above making a bid for tho 
votes and influence of these gentlemen. The 
one satisfaction which Conservatives de- 
rived from Mr. Laurier's speech waa tho 
intimation that for many years to come 
there could be no radical change in tho 
existing condition of affairs. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's speech of the evening before was in 
more senses than one very remarkable 
It is regarded by tho Opposi- 
tion as one of tho greatest aids that they 
have received from an independent source, 
80-oallsd, in recent years, and I hear that it 
is their intention to scatter it broudcuat, aa 
oampiign literature, throughout tho coun- 
try. There was a weakness in Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's obaervationa which waa apparent 
to old-time Conaervativea who listoued to 
him. The mera reading of the speech will 
not convey this. It waa apparent, however, 
to the men who have known and heard Mr. 
MoCarthy in our legislative halls for years 
that there was a laoli of sincerity in bia 
utterances, and that while the spoken words 
were there, his heart was not in them.

Tho general conviction jirevails 
anioiigat tho (juidnuncs that Mr. McCarthy 
haa been succeeaful in thia respect, ia, for 
the last eiglit or ten years, hia income can- 
not have been losa than J'J'i.OOO a, year.

he was treated by the leading men > of the 
Conservative party, A ministry had been 
formed without consulting him. He took 
offence at what he evidently regarded as an 
unpardonable alight, and ho afterwards, by 
hia conduct, showed that he was dis- 
pleased and disaatiafied. An. attack on him 
in what is believed to be the organ of the 
Conservative party widened the breach be- 
tween Mr. McCarthy and hia old political 
friends and aaaooiates. During the recess 
of Parliament he aotod independently of, 
and as some considered in opposition to, the 
Conaorvative party. And during the preaent 
session he ia looked npon aa ono of the 3ov- 
erament's most dangerous opponents. He 
delivered a very forcible speech against tho 
Government's trade policy, although bis 
name did not appear on the division list 
when the vote was taken. 

When the National Policy waa established 
Mr, McCarthy was a strong advocate of 
protection. Very fow men had moro to do 
with maiutaiuing tho policy of protection 
either in Parliament or in tho country than 
ho. Previous to his diaagreement with hia 
party nothing had been hoard of Mr, Mc- 
Carthy's change of opinion on the trade 
queation. This leads tho observer of our- 
rent political events to inquire whether Mr, 
McCarthy's prcaont attitude on tho trado 
(lueation waa ono of the causea of hia leaving 
tho Conservative party, or one of the effecta 
of his disagreement with aome of its leaders. 
If hia change is one of conviction there is 
nothing more to be sail, but if, in order to 
be revenged on those who have offended 
him, ho has taken a side wliich he believes 
t:) bo wrong and argued against hia convic- 
tiona, ho ia not a man whom the people oi 
Oiinadtt can safely trust.

A USEFUL BOOK. 

Anyone who has observed how public 
meetings, committee meetings, and the 
meetings of municipal bodies are conducted 
in Canada, must be oonvinoed that a book 
containing plain directions how busineaa 
ahould bo transacted by deliberative bodies 
ia greatly needed by every intelligent man 
in the country. There are very fow Cana- 
dians who have arrived at nian'n estate who 
havo not, at some time or other and in some 
capacity or other, to take part in the pro- 
ceedins;8 of somo deliberative body. Moat 
men, when they aro first called upon to 
draw up a resolution or to move one, or to 
take part in a debate, feel very awkward, 
and if, in spite of their reluctance and their 
exenses, they attempt to do what is re- 
quired of them, thoy make a sad 
mesa of it. It ia only very few 
who acquire experience enough to feel at 
ease and to bo ahlo to do what is necesjary 
under audi ciroumEtanoes, even tolerably 
well. Those who have attended meetings in 
the rnral distriotsof anypartof theDominion 
know bow difficult it is to find a man who 
can perform the dntiea of chairman credit- 
ably. Now, if Buob a book as we havo 
spoken of were easily acceasible, it would be 
a very great convenience to the people 
generally. 

Sttoh a book, we see, has been provided by 
Dr. Bonrioot, the best authority on par- 
liamentary procedure now in the Dominion. 
We have not aeen the book, but by the 

description given of it by the Ottawa 
Citizen, wo believe it to be tho very thing 
that ia needed. The only fault that wo can 
aoo with the book is that it ia rather large 
for general use, Thia is part of the Citizen's 
deaoription of the work ; 

In order that this work nuiy bo as com- 
prehensivo and as useful aa posuiblo to all 
practical men, tho writer has divided it as 
follows : 1. A Btatbmont of the leading 
rules and principles of parliamentary pro- 
cedure which lie necessarily at the basis of 
tlia proceedinga and deliborationa of all pub- 
lipiaasembliea and societiea of thia country.

Decline to Apply to tUe Courts to Have 
Anothep Trnstee'Ap-^ 
pointed! ' ' 



They Give the Creditors Their Beasona 
for Not Carryine: Oat the 
Besolatlon. 



The aasignees of Green, Worlook & Co. 
have given their answer to the resolution 
passed at the meeting of oreditorp held on 
the 13th instant, nominating Hon. Robert 
Beaven as a truatea to be added to the pres- 
ent assignees. 

Tho deciiion of the assignees is embodied 
in the following letter whioh thoy sent yes- 
terday forenoon to Mr. Charles Hayward, 
who aotod as chairman at the meetini; : 

" VioTORiA, April 21, 1894. 
" Chas. Hayward, Esq. 

"Deau Sill, — To you, as chairman of the 
meeting of tho creditors of Green, Worlook 
& Co., which was held on the 13th instant, 
at which tho resolution was passed nomin- 
ating ' cho Hon. Robert Beaven as a trustee 
to particularly look after tho interests of 
tho creditors,' and authorizing us ' to apply 
forthwith to tho court for hia appointment,' 
wo address tho decision to which we have 
como to regarding tho said resolution, 

" Inasmuch as the first part of the resolu- 
tion nominating Mr. Beaven calls for no 
steps to bo taken by ua, wo will simply pass 
it over, as well as tho unnecessary (though 
perhays unintentional) insinuation contained 
in it, that we, us trustoea, wero not looking 
particularly after tlio interests of tho 
creditura.' 

" W^ith regard to tho latter part of the 
resolution rc(iuealing us to apply to tho 
court for Mr. Beavon's uppointmotit as a 
co-truateo With oursol /eo, you will remem- 
ber that the mover of the resolution said 
that it wao not the intention of the orodit- 
ora to displace any of tho present assignees, 
nor did they intend to appoint any person 
to act under them ; they intended to ap- 
point a CO asaignee (or words to that ciToct) 
and for that purpoao ho nominated tho Hon. 
Mr. Beaven. 

" Putting aaido tho fact that at tho meet- 
ing at which the resolution was passed only 
236 creditors out of a total of 780 were 
represented by 175 poraons, wo have oonsid- 
erod the resolution and taken advice tbereoo, 
and we have been advised that aa asslfinef s 
wo cannot make the application to oourt 
whioh we are requested to make, and, fur- 
ther, that even if we could do so, the oourt 
itself would have no power to grant it and 
appoint an additional trustee. 

" In face of the above opinion we are 
forced to decide against the application of 
the creditors as contained in the resolution. 
We may add, however, as it will possibly 
become necessary for us in the course of 
our work to appoint acme reliable person 
accustomed to accounts and who will have 
the confidence of the creditors to assist us in 
our labors, that in such case the recommen- 
dation contained in the resolutiou in favor 
of the Hon. Mr. Beaven will uot bo lost sight 
of.

WASHiNnTO.v, April "21 — Secretary Her- 
bert aigned tho instructions to the comnuind- 
era of vcsscia of the fur eeul patrol fleet yes- 
terday af lornoou and they ware at once sent 
forward to, the rendezvous at PortTownsend. 
Identical instruotions wore mailed for the 
Mohic'in, Vorktown, Alert, Albatross and 
Corwin aa well us u copy for tho Pinta, now 
at Sitka. Tho Ranger will receive a copy 
at San Francisco aa will the Adams on her 
arrival from Honolulu at Port Townsend 
next week. Other copies will bo sent to 
Uualaaka by the Boar early next month for 
delivery to the Concord and Petrel, aoon to 
Bail for that port from Vokohanio. 

A copy of the instructions was delivered 
to Sir Julian Paunoefoto, the British ambas- 
sador, to day in ordtr that Great Britain 
may bo fully awar.i of our intentions in tho 
mutter and that British naval ofiloora on 
patrol duty may have similar ordoro. The 
instructions will not bu made public. They 
provide explicitly for tho enforcement of the 
Preaidont'a proclamation upon tho findings 
of tho Paris tribunul and the legitilaliou of 
Congress and Parliament.

Miaa Fanclion CimpboU is also 
piquant and attrnctivo a.n tho American 
maid, while tho remainder of tho ocinpany 
aro well selected for their reapootivu parts, 
und are really clever pcopln. Mr. Reod waa 
heard lust evening for tho tirat time in Vic- 
toria as the singer of a comic song ; ho made 
an unqualified hit, which he shared with 
Miss Rush. 

" Tho World," which will be presented 
at the Victoria theatre on Tuesday even- 
log, ia iadiaputably one of the moat re- 
markable efforts at stage realism ever put 
upon the boards, The drama in itself ia an 
excellent one and the company, from tho 
cast announced, ia sure to be strong. 
Mr. Emory (Katie Putnam's husband) 
is well known as an artist of 
ability, and the leading role of 
Harry Elleston could not be in better 
hands. Among tho number of remarkable 
sconea presented is tho sinking ship in the 
• eoond act, with tho intricate mechanicEil 
storm effocts, and which rcniulrea the entire 
use of the atngo from wall to wall, and is bo 
intensely excitirg and interesting aa to al- 
most make the audience inmgino they are 
witneasing a genuine ahipHTook. The groat 
raft scene, though, ia conceded by 
all critics to be tho moat wonderful and 
roalistio device presented on tho 
I'jngliah stage.

The lunatic asylum sceno, too, ia a great 
one, with tho escape of tho hero.
